The strike of doctors and other ore 
fessional and academic workers employed 
by the Israeli Government and public 
INSULULIONS Is Continuing, though negotia- 
tions to end the strike are te con- 
ducted on the hasis of a Government 
offer to pay the entire wage increases 
promused for the latter part of 1955 and 
again from the beginning of 1957 “ if all 
goes well in the meantime.” 

Meanwhile, there are signs that the 
Strike, in which some 8.000 workers are 
involved, may spread. Teachers, nurses. 
and a number of scientists have given a 
warning that they will stop work this 
week unless agreement is reached. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, who is hopeful that 
the Progressives will rejoin the Govern- 
ment when the wage dispute is ended, has 
for the time being taken over the Justice 
portfolio, formerly held by Mr. Rosen. 
the leader of the Progressives 
A motion of no confidence in the 
Government, tabled by the Opposition 
parties, was defeated in the Knesset on 
Monday by $8 votes to 29, with three 
abstentions.

RUSSIA GIVES 
A WARNING 


Western Policy 
Criticised 
Moscow 

The Soviet Union, in a staiement on 
Anglo-American plans for the Middle 
East, on Monday gave a warning that the 
dispatch of Western troops to thal arca 
would be a “ crude violauon of the’ U.N 
C harter.”’ 

Such action, the Soviet Forcign Minis- 
try said. “cannot but be the object of 
legitimate concern on. the part of the 
Soviet Government.” The sending of 
troops to this region would be “in 
obvious contrad.cuon to the interests 
of strengthening peace “ and would create 
a “ hotbed of dangerous disputes.” 

This would “ still further obstruct the 
possibility of settling questions in dispute 
between the countries of this region.” 
The “separate measures” planned by 
Britain and America for the Middie East 
“ cannot but create threats to peace and 
security in the Middle East.”"—<Reuter) 


A Foreign Office spokesman said in 
London on Tuesday that the Soviet state- 
ment on the Middle East gave “an 
enurely false picture of the Washington 
decisions." The Western Powers decided 
in Washington that they had a duty to 
make it p-ain that the Tripartite: Declara- 
tion meant what it said. [here has been 
no question of sending forces to Middle 
East countries without their consent.”

ISRAEL’S CIVIL DEFENCE. 
PREPARATIONS

JERUSALEM 

The National Council of Local 
Authorities last week met Mr. Israel 
Bar- Yehuda, the Israeli Minister of the 
Interior, to prepare plans for the pro- 
vision of air-raid shelters and to 
organise civil defence throughout the 
the country. 

Mr. Bar-Yehuda issued a warning 
against complacency. Enemy ‘planes, he 
said, could bomb Israel with only a few 
seconds’ warning being given to the 
population. 

Press-button warning sirens were being 
installed, and shelters for civilians and to 
maintain essential services would be 
erected. Government, said the 
Minister, had allocated 1£8,000 000 for 
this purpose—one-half for the border 
settlements, the remainder for local 
authorities.

POUJADE: “I AM NOT 
ANTISEMITIC ” 


Jews Said to be Among 
Party Leaders

PARIS 

In an interview published in the 
French daily CompaT, Pierre Poujade 
has again strongly denied that he ts an 
antisemite and, in reply to a question, 
declared himself ready to underwrite 
the dictum of the French Jewish phrlo-- 
sopher, Henri Bergson, that “ racialism’ 
is abject.” 

Ai the same time he repeated his claimé 
that he had written to the Chief Rabbis 
of France and of Alsace, protesting that 
he was no antisemitic. | reaffirm that 
wrote them with the intention of clearing 
up this matter of antisemitism without 
any ambiguity.” 

At this point, Mme Poujade is 
reported to have remarked: “ M. Guez, 
Secretary-General of our youth move- 
ment, is a Jew and renders immense 
service to the cause. Our Vice-Chairman 
in the Allier province is a Jew. The 
moving spirit of our Union in the Toulon 
area is a Jewess—-her name is Mme 
Boaziz. Do you think that these people 
feel they're being persecuted by Poujadis: 
racialism ? ”

HOUSE WHERE HEINE LIVED 


There is not likely to be any com- 
memoration ceremony at 3 Avenue 
Matignan in ‘Paris, where, the great 
German Jewish poet Heinrich Heine 
died 100 years ago today, because the 
old house no longer exists. It was 
demolished to make room for a 
more modern house, and today 
not even a tablet indicates to the 
tours’ that Heine lived there from 
1854 until the day he d.ed. Nor will 
it be poss. ble to hold centenary cele- 
brations round a prominently situated 
memorial in the poet's native town, 
Diisseldorf, because, strangely enough, 
the German memorial is now in 
America. When it was sculptured and 
offered to the Diisseldorf municipality 
in 1897, the German Government 
refused permission to have it erected 
there. It was subsequently shipped to 
New York and finally set up in the 
Bronx, where # adorns the Grand 
Concourse, and is commonly known 
today as the Lorelei Fountain.

HAPOEL SPORTS FESTIVAL 


Answer to Maccabi 
Criticism 
fo the Editor of Tur JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—As a member of the committee 
in this country which its making 
arrangements to send a contingent of 
British sportsmen to participate in the 
Hapoel International Workers’ Sports 
Festival, | must express surprise at the 
letter by Messrs. Gildesgame and 
Morley in your last week’s issue. 

One would have expected these gentle- 
men and their organisation to be 
delighted at the prospect of one hundred 
non-Jewish sportsmen taking Part in am 
international sports festival in Israel— 
particularly at this critical ume when it 
is SO important that there should be as 
many manifestations as possible of solt- 
darity and support for the embatiled 
Jewish State. 

Instead, they launch an uncalled-for 
attack which demonstrates an extremely 
narrow approach and which offers unin- 
vited advice to Hapoel as to the conduct 
of us aflairs. 

What are the reasons advanced by 
Maccabi for their opposition to the 
apoel scheme ” 
ers That it will do harm to the Fifth 
Maccabiah to be held in 1957. 
This is most unlikely since, as 15 
admitted, the two events are over a year 
apart. Besides, the two events are directed 
at quite different people. The Maccabiah 
is a Jewish affair, whereas the Hapoel 
festival is a Labour affair and not specif- 
cally Jewish. This, incidentally, Is the 
reason why the Maccabi World Union 
was not invited to participate, and why 
the invitations were extended direct to the 

Workers’ Sports Organisations in 
various countries. 

(b) That it will necessitate the expendi- 
ture of badly needed funds. 

Is this not true of every scheme 
involving the transport of a_ large 
contingent from one part of the globe to 
another ? I seem to recall that Maccabi 
appealed to the public for funds to send 
the British contingent to the last Macca- 
biah. I have no doubt that they will be 
appealing again soon—and I hope their 
appeal is successful. In fact, the intro- 


duction of financial expenditure into the 
argument is nothing but a red herring. 
The foreign currency brought into Israel 
by thousands of sportsmen from all over 
the wor'd will fully compensate for any 
expenditure on the part of stadrut 
or anvone else. 


(c) That Hapoel is “ political,” whereas 
Maccabi is not. 

It mey be true that in this country 
Maccabi leans over backwards in order 
to avoid political affiliations—this ts 
certainly not true in Israel, where 
Maccabi is identified with the extreme 
Right. I do not want to enter into a 
controversy regarding the respective rights 
of Hapocl and Maccabi at the last 
Maccabiah. However, it needs to be 
stated that Hapoel, and not Maccabi, is 
the largest and most representative sperts 
organisation in Israel. 

It really is a great pity that people who 
profess to believe in “ friendship through 
sport "’ should try publicly to undermine 
a scheme which has this very object as tts 
aim, and which enjoys the support of 
prominent Jewish and non-Jewish 
personalities in the field of politics, the 
theatre. literaturc, and sport.

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying: “Speak unto the children 
of Israel, that they take for Me an 
offering ; of every man whose heart 
maketh him willing ye shall take 
My offering” (Exod. xxv, 1-2).

In modern times we speak of 
appeals, of fund-raising, of charity 
entertainments. There is one aim: to 
awaken the Jewish heart to make an 
offering. to give, that help can be 
rendered and a holy cause be achieved. 


WE give, first of all, for our kith 

and kin im Israc!, whether our con- 
tribution js called charity or whether 
we prefer another word which denotes 
more our own personal concern for 
Israel ; we want to see the land rebuilt, 
if not ‘or ourselves as a future 
domicile, nevertheless for ourselves as 
far as we identify ourselves with the 
political and cultura] aim which the 
State of Israel is able to reach. 

Never do we say in the Diaspora 
that charity begins at home.

T is recorded of Heine that as 
| a boy he refused to help to put 

out a fire at a neighbour's house 
because it was the Sabbath, saying, 
“Ich darf’s nicht, und ich tu’s nicht, 
denn wir haben heut Schabbes!” 
Whether or not this story is true, we 
may take it that his parents, though 
they may not have been strictly 
Orthodox, adhered to Jewish cus- 
toms. The detailed account of a 
Seder and the description of a syna- 
gogue service, which play a promi- 
nent part in his story “ Der Rabbi 
von Bacharach,” could not have 
been written without personal 
experience. Occasional Hebrew 
words, and the more frequent use 
in his letters of Yiddish terms, 
indicate something of the home 
atmosphere in which he spent his 
youth. But when we come to con- 
sider the extent to which he may 
have been influenced by a Jewish 
environment and upbringing, it is 
necessary to distinguish between his 
intellectual attitude to Judaism and 
a less definable Jewish feeling which 
was not susceptible to intellectual 
control. 


The Human Dilemma 


His conscious attitude was con- 
ditioned by a distaste for sp-_r.tual 
austerity. and he tended to lump 


together Judaism and Christianity as 
representing the subord.nat.on of 
matter to spirit, what he calied 
“ Nazarenism,” in contrast. to “ Hel- 
lenism”” which acknowledged the 
rights of the flesh and did not relegate 
the achievemem of happiness to the 
world bevond. Heine's religious atti- 
tude was intimately bound up with 
his social thought, for he believed that 
the human dilemma in Europe was to 
be attributed to the attempt to glority 
the spirit at the expense of jbuman 
enjoyment here on earth. Hellenes 
were filled with the gladness of life 
and a sense of reality, Nazarenes 
inclined to abstraction and asceticism. 
It was a question less of faith than of 
temperament. To the Jews the body) 
was only the clay containing the 
ruach hakodesh, Christianity went 
even further and st'gmatised the bod, 
as the source of evil; and this separa- 
tion of matter and spirit was the 
ultimate cause of society's discontents 

Heine's Jewish feeling, on the other 
hand, amounted to a nostalgia which 
he made little effort to concea!. Both 
in prose and poetry this deep-seated 
emotion breaks out sporadically. 
whether in hs creation of the comic 
figure of Hirsch Hyaz:nth, the Jewish 
seller of lottery tickets,. who boasts 
that he is on “famillionaire ” terms 
with Baron Rothschild and gives a 
humorous but moving description of

as he recalls the delight of shalet or 
of the Jewish ways of cooking fish. 
In “ Der Rabbi von Bacharach” the 
apostate Isaak Abarbanel explains 
what had drawn him to the Judengasse 
when he visited Frankfort : 

“My nose has not become disloyal. 
When chance one day brought me imo 
this street at noon, and the familiar 
odours from the Jewish kitchens tickled 
my nose, | was seized by the longing 
which our fathers felt when they recalled 
the fleshpots of Egypt; savoury memories 
of my youth rose up within me; I saw 
again in my mind's eye the carps in 
brown raisin sauce, which my aunt so 
edifyingly prepared for Friday evening: 
1 saw once more the stewed mutton with 
garlic and horseradish fit to awaken the 
dead, and the soup with the meat-balls 
floating in it so dreamily—and my soul 
melted like the notes of an enamoured 
nightingale.” 

Throughout his life he was a keen 
reader of the Bible, and both as a 
student and during his last years he 
studied with deep sympathy the history 
of the Jews and their tribulations. 
Every page of the Bible, he said, “ has 
cost tears and blood, it is the recorded 
homeland of the chiidren of God, 
is the sacred legacy of Jehovah.” I! 
was the indestructible treasure that the 
Jews had salvaged from the loss ot 
Jerusalem and the Temple. and within 
its pages they enjoyed their inalienable 
liberties, they were immune from exile 
and scorn. Heine admired in par- 
ticular the ficure of Moses, and though 
he was able to write of the Jews as 
“a confounded breed, that hit upon 
the idea of selling «pectacles to man- 
kind so that they might see. worse,” 
he ¢ou'd aiso refer to them as 


Strong, inflexible men, not only. in 
former days, but down to the present 
lime, despite eighteen centuries of per- 


secution and misery. I have since learned 
to appreciate. them better, and if pride of 
birth were not a foolish contradiction tin 
the champion of the Revolution and its 
democratic principles. the writer of these 
sages could be proud that his ancestors 
helonged to the noble house of Israel. 
that he is descended from those martyrs 
who gave the world a God and a moral 
code, and who have fought ahd suffered 
on all the battlefields of thought.” 


Inspired by Hagada Chant 


His youthful ballad on the fate of 
Belshazzar was, so he tells us, inspired 
by the refrain of the Hagada chant, 
Vayhi bachatzi halayla, and his resent- 
ment against antisemitism appeared in 
his early poems. These were the years 
when he had joined a society of liberal 
Jews whoe a'm was to bring their less 
educated corel gionists into contact 
with European culture and. learning.
